Sarah Hardin, daughter of Col. John 
Hardin, married her cousin, Ben Har- 
din, and was the mother of Warren 
Hardin aud lawyer, Ben Hardin.

His pareuts mov 
ed to Spt inglield, Washington county,

studied law at Richmond, Ky., with 
Martin D. Hardin Died heptemher

K. Church, South Johu Kandolpn 
gave him the name of the kitchen 
kuiie, rough and homely but keen and 

trenchant. 

Oue of the earliest settlers of the 
county of Breckenriilge was Capt. Wm. 
Haidin. In March, 17112, Capt. W ra . 
Hardin, Zack Hardin, Little John Har- 
din, two men by the name of Payne, 
and one by the name of Robertson, 
came dowu the Ohio River, to the 
mouth of Sinking Creek, and up that 
Creek 10 the Kails. There they car- 
ried everything out to where Hardins- 
burg now stands. 

HARDINSBURG FOUNDKD. 

Among the other things was a keg 
of rum. Erected their tents that eve- 
ning and that night all got on a glor- 
ious drunk, That was the first drunk 
in Breckenriilge County, (but it was not 
the last, Hardiu's Station, (or Har 
dinsburg), was founded by Wm.

The MRS of progress has singed 
out fur its vletlm another of Washing- 
ton's pectlllur Institutions. Tbe old 
"dead letter office." long the gonl of 
children - * Inuoeeiit missives addressed 
to Santa Chins, or of the Illegible letter 
address of au Illiterate foreigner, la 
gradually but surely passing oat of 
existence, says the Washington Post. 

Since last year the number of em- 
ployees In the deud letter ulliee bus 
been reduced nmro than hair Then 
there were ISO employees; now there 
are about eighty 

Five reasons are assigned for the dls 
mnntletnent or the dead letter office. 
First, the establishment of the pan els 
post system, not more than 11 year 
old. which h:is diverted a Invue volume 
of the former parcel business done in 
tbe dead letter office Tbe businesa 
once bundled In Washington bus been 
turned over to the several postofBces 
nt dlvisi.ui mllW»J centers. 

Maori. nee Reduce Work. 

Second, letters from forelgu countries 
have oceu diverted to the postollhe 
exchange a aw clssl at Ihe ports of en- 
try in* this country Then there are 
two sMBiaBoUl machines, whist stand 
for cllielrin.v and tU cut 0,000 letters 
an hour when formerly the work had 
to be done by h.inil 

Then- is n similar machine for seal- 
ing the letter* MM opened. Identified 
mid returned 

Last, but not least, the Increased ef- 
BeJaacj of Hailed readers and declpb- 
erers of the rjaBMf letters that come to 
the oltlee ff everywhere has devel- 
oped 11 capacity for production that 
can "crowd out" the lesser and per- 
haps more superannuated clerk. 

In connection with tbe dismissal or 
so called ■•superannuated" clerks, an 
official defended the department's 
stand. lie said: "There has been a 
great hue and cry against dismissals 
from the posiodlce department In our 
division. iilthouirh these dismissals 
have been frequent, I can say that we 
did everything in our power tu find 
work lor the employees ousted. We 
have referred them to the several 
branches of the service where work 
was to be had. and when they did not 
want to accept work outside of the 
city we bnve found it WMeoear] to 
drop them. retaining only those who 
were the MM ellieieiil workers.

To The Road Oversoers 

Of Breckinridge County 

Section 1106 Kentucky Statutes pro- 
vides. "The Fiscal Court of each coun- 
ty shall have general charge and super- 
vision of the public roads and bridges 
tLerein, and shall provide necessary 
rules and regulations for repairing and 
keeping the same in order, and for the 
PROPER MANAOF.MENT of all 
ROADS and BRIDGES in said county 
under and sub ject to the provisions of 
this act. The public roads shall be 
maintained, either by taxation or by 
hands allotted to work thereon (or both) 
in the discretion of the Fiscal Court of 
the respective counties as hereinafter 
provided." 

Section Mi, 1 hapter Ho | Acts ItM] 
"The v'ouutv .ludge of each County 
Court may at the first regular term of 
his court after this act takes ellect, 
divide his county into road precincts, 
shall tlx boundaries for the same, and 
shall allot all the able-bodied male 
citizens within said boundary, bet ween 
ihe ages of eighteen and fifty years, to 
work on the roads in their respective 
precincts. For each precinct he shall 
appoint an overseer, a resident of the 
precinct, who shall hold his otllce two 
years from the day of his appointment 
and until his successor shall be ap 
pointed, unless sooner removed by the 
County Court. And the County Judge 
shall fill all vacancies that may occur 
in said office." 

Section ». -The duties of the over 
seer shall be as follows to wit: In 
counties wherein the roads are worked 
by hards allotted as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, the overseers shall have charge 
of the roads ami bridges in their re- 
spective precincts, construct budges, 
and work the roads in the manner di- 
rected by the Fiscal Court, shall sum 
moos the hands to work the roads in 
their precincts; superintend and di- 
rect said work and keep the roads and 
bridges therein free from obstruction 
and in good couditiun for travel; and 
may employ the necessary wagons, 
plows, scrapers, team and such addi- 
tional implements as may be needed 
to work said road; and shall report to 
the nearest Justice of the Peace or to 
the County Judge any failure or refus- 
al of any of the hands on said road to 
appear and do good work in obedience 
to his summons, ami the number and 
length of time of tuch failure, and he 
shall also report promptly to the Coun 
ty Judge any damages, Injury or ob 
struction caused bv one to said road ot 
bridge therein " 

Quoting tiom Sectiou X5, Chaptei so. 
"Any one assigned to work on a public 
road who shall, without goon cause, 
fail to appear with proper implements 
and do good work thereon, after having 
been notified for two days by the offic- 
er having supervision of the road, or 
by some one authorized in writing by 
him to give said notice, shall, on trial 
and conviction before a Justice of the 
Peace or the County Judge, be lined 
for each day he so fails to work, two 
dollars ard fifty cents." 

At the regular April term of the 
Breckinridge County Fiscal Court, a 
tax of 2 1 cents on each *100 worth of 
taxable property was levied for road 
and bridge purposes: also all road 
hands between the ages of 18 and 50 
years be required to work I days dur 
Ing the year on the road in his respect- 
ive precinct, but not more than i days 
in each week; unless in cases of cmcr- 
gency, in such cases they may be re- 
quired to work any number of days. 

We earnestly request that each over- 
seer and all hands will comply with 
these instructions.

the office of district trustee 

It is true that hitherto this office 
has generally been despised and look- 
ed down upon as unworthy of great 
consideration. As a consequence it 
has largely fallen Into incompetent 
and Indifferent hands, and as a result 
the children's heritage has been sold 
for less than a "mess of pottage."
